TUB KEV. DR. SAMUEL OSGOOD. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Osgood, ono of tha 


best known clergymen of Now York, dice 
nuddeniy yesterday, after n sickness of thirl- 
hours.

Fchol«r,sn int«reMingan:l impressive prjacli 
er, n logiciin of uncommon power and an 
earnest aad industrious paslor.
